41st International Eucharistic Congress: ‘Made in U.S.A.’ 


' PHILADELPHIA (NC) — About 
- 100,000 people—including the Pres- 


ident, scores’ of cardinals, non- 
Catholics, and Catholic laity from all 
over the world—crowded this city’s 


_ John F, Kennedy Stadium Aug. 8, 


for the solemn closing Mass of an 
International Eucharistic Congress 
“‘made in the U.S.A.’’ (For Pope 
Paul’s especially televised message, 
see ‘The Pope speaks’, page 4.) 

The Mass, although celebrated 
under a drab gray sky, colorfully 
closed eight days of prayer, debate, 
and spectacle which was at the same 
time distinctly Catholic and 
thoroughly American. 


PRESIDENT Gerald Ford was the 


highest-ranking civil dignitary at the 
gala closing. He received a stand- 
ing, prolonged ovation from the 
crowd for declaring: ‘‘I share your 
apprehension about the increased 
irreverence for life. 


“The supreme value of every 
human person to whom life is given 
by God is a belief that comes to us 
from the holy scriptures confirmed 
by all the great leaders of the 
Church,’’ declared the President. 


The 41st International Eucharistic 
Congress had been opened a week 
earlier with an _ invitation-only 
solemn. Mass ‘at Philadelphia’s 
111-year-old SS. Peter and Paul 
Cathedral. Princess Grace—a Phila- 
delphia native—and the royal family 
of Monaco sat in the first pew at the 
televised service. 


THE CROWDS—nearly a million 


_ people were said to have traveled to 


Philadelphia for at least part of the 
congress—clearly appreciated the 
presence of the President and the 
royal family. 
But the real 


“stars’’ of the 
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congress were Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta, the frail nun who ministers 
to the dying; Brazilian Archbishop 
Helder Camara of. Olinda and 
Recife, a noted social activist; and 
Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen, TV and 
radio preacher. 


Television crews, Sisters, and just 
plain people stalked Mother'‘Teresa, 
who was constantly protected by 
security guards. Her appeals to 
“recognize Jesus in the disturbing 
disguise of the poor’’ left men and 
women in tears. 


ARCHBISHOP Camara brought 
the crowd to its feet in Philadel- 
phia’s Convention Hall as he 
interrupted his talk to kiss the hands 
of Mother Teresa, foundress of the 
Missionaries of Charity. 


Archbishop Sheen, at a Mass in 
honor of Mary, rekindled memories 
for 50,000 Catholics with his 


theatrical homiletics. 


The three personified for many a 


growing sense of what it means to be 


Catholic in America after the Second 
Vatican Council: 


_ —The willingness to do something 
concrete to help the materially and 
Spiritually impoverished, as Mother 
Teresa does. 


—The realization, expressed by 
Archbishop Camara, that true 
satisfaction of the hungers of the 
human family cannot be achieved 
unless justice is done. 


—The desire, personified by 
Archbishop Sheen, to regain ~ the 
pride which once came from being 
Catholic in America. 


“Archbishop Camara was right on 
target when he talked about social 
justice,’’ raved a Philadelphia 
teaching Sister from a conservative 
order. ‘‘Social justice is what the 
Church in America has to be about.”’ 


‘““MOTHER TERESA is a saint,”’ 
said a New York feminist. ‘‘What- 
ever our own particular gripes 
happen to be, we’ve all got 
something to learn from her 
nonpolitical way of getting some- 
thing done.’’ 

A widow raising six children said’ 
at the congress’ closing Mass: ‘‘Day 
in and day out I have to keep telling 


‘myself, “God really does exist.’ It’s 
been good for me to see all this and © 


to hear other people saying the same 
thing.”’ 

All three women said they felt 
comfortable attending the congress’

Marian devotions, an exuberant 
charismatic Mass, Indian and Euro- 
pean ethnic liturgies and Masses for 
youth and children. / 


IT WAS A distinctly American 
display of tolerance—not shared by 
all of the 20,000 foreign clergy and 
visitors, some of whom occasionally 
expressed discomfort with this or 
that facet of the monumental 
congress program in words or in 
grimaces. 


The American Church’s concern 
over abortion was in evidence. 
Archbishop Sheen urged married 
couples at a Mass in honor of Mary

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to make a daily holy hour before the 
Eucharist in reparation for ‘‘one 
abortion every 30 seconds.”’ 


Cardinal John Cody of Chicago 
said he hoped the congress would 
show the federal government that 
“the religious feelings of the people, 
especially on the abortion issue, 
must be respected.’’ 


SOME EXHIBITORS working in 
congress hall booths and some 
pro-life demonstrators openly 
backed the candidacy of Republican 
Ronald Reagan.

The charismatic renewal clearly has its credentials in the 
Church. 


That was the message that came through strongly last 
weekend at the West Coast Regional Catholic Charismatic 
Conference at the San Diego community concourse. 


Nearly 3,500 charismatics, more than ever before in the 
four-year history of the conference, from Mexico, Canada, 
Japan, Taiwan and nearly 20 states from Massachusetts to 
Hawaii were on hand for the opening general assembly Aug. 
6. 


NO LONGER were the speakers focusing on the joys of the 
renewal or dedicating themselves to a form of charismatic 
“‘apologetics’’ as they told the participants that it is time to 
get on with the business of building God’s. kingdom. 

The joy was there to be sure as sessions were interrupted 
with the rousing charismatic songs in praise of Christ, chain 
dancing through the aisles and prayers of praise. 


Keynoting the conference at the opening session, Dr. Paul - 


DeCelles drove the message home. 


HE TOLD THE participants that a world torn by war, family 
decay, a lack of moral leadership and a lack of respect for 
human life cannot survive. 


These evils result when people and nations turn away from 
God, said DeCelles, a physics professor from Notre Dame 
University, South Bend, Ind., and a coordinator of the People 
of Praise charismatic community there. 


““God is letting it happen as a way of whipping us into 
shape,’’ he said. “‘But he is also doing something about it. He 
is giving his grace to those who ask for it, slowly building his 
kingdom.” = 


HE SAID GOD wants to use charismatics as his tools in 
building up the kingdom, and “‘he wants us to praise him, to 
dedicate our lives to him and to do what he tells us.’’ 


Those who submit to God’s wishes will be saved and will 
help reshape the world, DeCelles said. ‘‘But they must be 
prepared to suffer hardships as the battle between God and 
Satan grows more furious.’ 


At the Saturday general session, Jack Brombach, keynote 
speaker, led the huge assembly as they knelt in silent prayer 
as the mood changed from rousing praise, so much a part of 
the renewal, to solemn worship of God at the ‘‘Glory 
Session’’. ; 


BROMBACH, a coordinator of the Servants of Light 
community, Minneapolis, Minn., told charismatics, ‘‘We are 
being called to build the kingdom of God...to live and serve in 
it. ” 


He noted that to do this “‘a real recente of who God is is 
required of us’’ and silent worship is needed. Praise, 
jumping, shouting, singing and dancing, is still necessary to 
open a person up to God, he said. 


‘‘But God wants us to come to a new point—in mind, body 
and soul—of worshiping the Lord Jesus,’’ worshiping in 
silent reflection on the awe and wonder of who.God is, 
Brombach said. 


HE ALSO encouraged the congregation to open themselves 
up to God because ‘‘we do not have the first idea of what it 
really means to worship the Lord.’’ 


He concluded: ‘‘I do not think we are involved in a renewal. 
I think we are involved in a restoration...a revolution to turn 
the kingdom back to Christ.’’ 


Even the workshop schedule was altered at this year’s 
conference to reflect the theme ‘‘Lord the kingdom, the power 
and the glory are yours’’. 


IN YEARS PAST many workshops were offered on a wide 
variety of subjects. This year there were only five aimed at 
specific groups: youth, singles, families, Religious and 
clergy, and prayer groups. 

The workshops dealt with the charismatic renewal as an 
established fact and offered charismatics words of 


encouragement in opening themselves up to God in building © 


up his kingdom. 

“I no longer envy those who were around Jesus, the 
apostles, Zaccheus and others, those who knew him, because 
we know him just as closely today,’’ said Franciscan Father 
Ralph Weishaar, retreat director at Mission San Luis Rey, 
San Luis Rey. He conducted the clergy and Religious

budget sill has a $35,000 deficit. 


Previously operated under a state grant through Catholic 
Family Service, the Responsible Parenthood program was 
shifted to Total Teaching earlier this year. 


However, there was no funding for the program, and there 
was some doubt about whether the diocese would be able 
financially to continue its efforts to educate Catholic parents 
on natural means of birth control, according to Dr. Schmid. 


THROUGH THE Family Life Center, Father Ferrigan will 
continue the Cana and Pre-Cana programs, and will develop 
programs for divorced and separated Catholics, Dr. Schmid 
said. 


““Meanwhile,’’ he explained, “‘the diocesan Family Life 
Commission, mandated by Synod II, will be formed and will 
work with the Family Life Center, Catholic Family Service and 
the diocesan Tribunal.”’ 


The Total Teaching budget increase provides that the new 
Office of Evangelization can be developed under Father 
Conwill, former associate pastor of St. Rita’s Pee San 
Diego. 


DR. SCHMID SAID the purpose of Father Conwill’s office 
will be to develop the ministry to Catholics who feel 
“prohibited from practicing the Faith, who feel culturally 
uncomfortable in parish life and to people who call 
themselves Catholic but who do not practice the Faith.”’ 


Together with Father Conwill’s efforts an Evangelization 
Commission will be formed for the diocese, according to Dr. 
Schmid, and its work will involve several other commissions 
and offices including Family Life, youth ministry, 
communications and the Liturgy Commission among others.

The waste of it all 


It was unfortunate, but a commentary on the 
spend thrift nature of our affluent society that while 
the Eucharistic Congress in Philadelphia dedicated 
its attention to the world’s hungers, California 
farmers. were having to plow food back into the 
ground. The canners’ union decided to call a major 
strike at the very time when the greatest waste of 
fruit and vegetables would occur. 


Peaches, tomatoes and other products fell to the 
ground and rotted in California while millions of 
people elsewhere died of starvation. The waste of 
investment in labor, water, fertilizer and other 
precious commodities was enormous. Apart from 
the nutrition needs of those outside our borders, in 
the United States itself the USDA computes that 
approximately 40 million people in one fiscal year 
are eligible for the food assistance programs— 
people who need food stamps to combat poor 
nutrition and hunger. 


Surely any strike which causes food to be wasted 
in these days of widespread hunger is a national 
and international emergency sufficient to invoke 
the Taft-Hartley Act’s 90-day cooling off period? 


Droughts which have occurred around the world 
this year with consequent food shortages which 
seem likely to exacerbate an already grave

Need to the south 


One of the countries where the need is great, is 
Colombia, South America. Recently a visitor to this 
office, Father Rafael Garcia-Herreros, brought just 
a taste of the love and enthusiasm he has for God’s 
people there. He formed the barrio community in 
Bogota, the capital, which is called El Minuto de 
Dios (The Minute of God) after a one-minute TV 
program he started there 10 years ago to raise 
funds to aid poor families. 


He built, with his own hands, the first house in El 
Minuto. Now ‘‘his’’ suburb contains 2,000 homes 
and 10,000 people. The principal qualification to 
obtain a house in the community is ‘‘desperate 
need’’. The rules are strict—for instance alcoholics 
must join AA—and rent ranges from $5 to $25 a 
month. Of all the facilities now available to the 
people of El Minuto de Dios, Father Rafael is 
happiest with his 1,000-seat church which is 
attended by 9,000 people every Sunday. 


By a strange quirk of fate, much of the help he 
received in building the community came through 
and from the First Baptist church charismatic 
community of Chula Vista, with whom he was 
staying while in this area. Among his principal 
helpers was one of their lay missionaries.

Colson’s 
imprisonment for his part in the Watergate scandal 
and his conversion to evangelist during this period 
was motivated by the Christian spirit in others who 
supported him. Some critics find the Colson 
conversion difficult to accept. Only time will tell. 
However, it certainly is a powerful document on 
behalf of Christianity and an indictment of our 
politics and prisons. 


Another interesting book—and another indict- 
ment of part of our national system—is The Decline 
of Capital written by the editor of the National 
Catholic Reporter, Arthur Jones, a former financial 
writer. It is a journalistic tour de force explaining in 
clear terms where the United States is heading 
along the road which could lead to ruin and the 
collapse of the capitalist system.

The Bible: New Testament 


“In the footsteps of Paul 


In the Footsteps of Paul 


Even the early Church 
suffered from threat of 


disunity and division. 


By Steve Landregan 


Over the past 2,000 years Christians have 
pondered, prayed about, argued over and, 
sadly, fought about the nature and mystery 
of the Church. 


’ It is typical of the human mind to resort to 

images to describe in part something it 
cannot describe in whole. The mystery of the 
Church is pregnant with such images. Paul 
Minear in Images of the Church in the New 
Testament lists 96 images of the Church 
found in the Bible. ( 


IN A RECENT work, Models of the 
Church, Jesuit theologian Avery Dulles 
suggests that an individual’s understanding 
and attitudes concerning the Church are tied 
to his or her preferred model or image. Such 
a shift in emphasis from one model, ie., the 
Church as institution, to another such as the 
Church as People of God, can be expected, 
he says, to result in ‘‘phenomena such as 
polarization, mutual incomprehension, in- 
ability to communicate, frustration, and 
discouragement.”’ 


For an interesting view of the problem, 
read Dulles’ book. For an idea of how old the 
problem is, read the Epistles to the 
Colossians and Ephesians wherein Pauline 
Christology (the study of Christ) and 
ecclesiology (the study of the Church) reach 
levels of insight and maturity not found in. 
earlier Pauline writings. 


We will not examine the scholarly 
arguments as to whether the two letters 
should be attributed to Paul directly or 
indirectly, but only with the images of Christ 
and the Church they contain. 


PAUL’S CHRISTOLOGY and ecclesiology 
wete deeply influenced by his conversion 
experience (Acts 9:3-5; 22:5-16; 26:10-18) in 
which Jesus identified Himself so totally 
with the infant Church that anything done to 
the Church because of His name, was done 
to Jesus Himself (Matthew 10:40). 


The occasion for Paul’s concern with 
Christ and the Church was apparently a new 
twist to the Judaizers, attacks on the Gospel 
Paul preached. The usual attacks are evident 
(Colossians 2:11-17); but.a new element is 
present (Colossians 2:8) that scholars 
believe may be an early manifestation. of 
gnosticism, a heresy that plagued the 
Church in later years. 


This deviation seems to have taken the 
form of the worship of angels, both good and 
bad, and speculation on their function as 
intermediate ‘‘cosmic’’ beings through 
which God governed the world. 


THIS NEW problem stimulates Paul to 
elaborate on Christ’s role as Lord of the 
universe. In doing this he uses what may be 
an adaptation of an early Christian hymn 
(Colossians 1:15-20) in which he rebukes the 
false teachers by writing that ‘in Him 
everything in heaven and on earth was 
created, things visible and invisible, 
whether thrones or dominations, principali- 


ties or powers; all were created through 
Him,.and- for Him’’ (1:16). 

In this Hymn Paul introduces a new idea, 
“Tt is He who is head of the body, the 
Church’’ (1:18). The idea is not new in terms 
of presenting the community of Christians as 
the Body of Christ (1 Corinthians 6:15; 
10:17; 12:12-27; Romans 12:4). What is new 
is the stress on Christ’s headship of the 
Body. Once introduced in 1:18, the idea is 
repeated and expanded in Colossians and 
Ephesians (Colossians 2:19; Ephesians 
1:22-29; 4:15; 5:23). 

Father Xavier Leon-Dufour in Dictionary 
of Biblical Theology outlines the develop- 
ment of Paul’s doctrine in the two letters. 

“JUST AS A husband, the head 
(Ephesians 5:28) and superior of the body, 
loves his wife ‘as his own body’ (Ephesians 
5:23), so Christ has loved the Church and 
given Himself for her (Ephesians 5:25) as 
her savior (Ephesians 5:23). 


Thus the Church is His body and His 


-fullness (Ephesians 1:23; Colossians 1:24), 


while He is the head (Colossians 1:18) that 
guarantees the unity of the body (Colossians 
2:19). In this body of which we are members 
(Ephesians 5:30) we are all one (Colossians 
3:15). Whatever our origin, we have all been 
restored to God’s friendship so as to become 
one people, a single new man (Ephesians 
2:14-16).”’ 

Having established Christ as creator of the 
cosmos and as the head that unifies His body 
the Church, Paul then warns that the one 
who rejects Christ by the worship of angels 
has separated himself from the unity of the 
head and the whole Body of Christ. 


EPHESIANS CLEARLY states the condi- 
tions of unity with the Body. ‘‘You form a 
building which rises on the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, with Christ Jesus 
Himself as the capstone. Through Him the 
whole structure is fitted together and takes 
shape as a holy temple in the Lord; in him 
you are being built into this temple, to 
become a dwelling place for God in the 
Spirit’’ (Ephesians 2:20-22). ° 

He makes a stirring plea for Christians to 
resist the efforts of those who would destroy 
the unity of the Body. ‘‘Make every effort to 
preserve the unity which has the Spirit as its 
origin and peace as its binding force. There 


is but one body and one Spirit, just as there ~ 


is but one hope given all of you by your call. 
There is one Lord, one faith, one baptism; 
one God and Father of all, who is over all, 
and works through all and is in all’ 
(Ephesians 4:3-6). 

Thus Paul uses the image of the unity of 
the Body with its -head to teach the 
Christians of Colossae and Ephesus. as weéll 
as the other churches the mystery that their 
union with Christ and His Body the Church 
are one and the same because it is God 


Himself who calls the faithful together in 


Christ, and it is He who united them in one 
body through the Holy Spirit.

Living inand with Christ 
The major purpose of 
epistle is to attack ‘cults’

The Epistles to the Colossians and the 
Ephesians are brief, beautiful portrayals of 
the tremendous love God gives us through 
His only Son, our brother and Lord; Jesus 
Christ. Possibly Paul himself did not write 
these letters, but they surely develop some 
major themes of his writings: God’s 
boundless love for us; the preeminent and all 
important role of Christ, who brings to us 
His Father’s love and enables us, through 
His death and resurrection, to conquer sin 
and live in union with Him; the nature of the 
Christian life. : 

When the Epistle to the Colossians was 
written, there was a movement that 
seriously distorted the Gospel. It held that 
there are numerous intermediaries between 
God and man (with Christ being reckoned as 
simply one), whose favor had to be 
cultivated if happiness and release from 
misery were to be achieved. It was a 
superstitious movement, with a good deal of 
magic involved, and it promised a utopia for 
those ‘‘in the know.’ 


A MAJOR purpose of this epistle was to 
attack this practice, similar in many ways to 
such contemporary movements as_ the 
“cult’’ of technology, transactional analysis, 
or transcendental meditation, and to 
proclaim the simple, seemingly incredible, 
yet glorious truth that God Himself had 
taken the initiative, ‘‘disarming the princi- 
palities and powers’’ (Colossians 2:15), and 
had reconciled us to Himself in the person of 
Jesus Christ, in whom ‘‘the fullness of deity 
resides in bodily form’’ (Colossians 2:9). 

These letters teach us that we do not need 
to be overanxious, to be in fear before the 
powers of the world, foolishly seeking to 
placate them by bowing and scraping, 
flitting hither and yon in search of some new 
panacea, some elixir, to bring us peace. We 
do not need this because the absolute 
sovereign and creatcr of all is a God who 


loves us and made us so that He could share 
His love and life with us. — 


“Before the world began,’’ this God chose 
us in His Son Jesus, to be His people “‘holy 
and blameless in his sight’’ (Ephesians 
1:4-5). So immeasurably does God love us 
that He brings us back to life once we have 
deadened ourselves through sin by sending 
His Son to live with us and for us, to show 
us, through His saving death and resurrec- 
tion, how we can live in union with Him and 
with His Father (cf. Colossians 2:9-15; 
Ephesians Chapters 1 and 2). 


IN TRUTH WE have died to sin in 
Baptism, which is a real sharing in the 
saving death of Jesus; and through Baptism 
we have risen with Jesus to a new life 
(Colossians 2:12). 


Through Jesus, we learn from Ephesians, 
God wedded mankind. We are now bone of 
His bone,. flesh of His flesh. No husband 
could love his wife more dearly than God 
loves us in Christ. (cf. Ephesians 5:25) We 
even share in the fullness of the divinity (cf 
Colossians 2:9). 


Then what kind of life should we lead? We 
are to ‘‘clothe ourselves with heartfelt 
mercy, with kindness, humility, meekness, 
and patience.’’ We are to bear with one 
another, forgiving grievances we have 
against one another, to forgive even as we 
have been forgiven (cf Colossians 3:12-14). 


_ We are to love even as we have been loved 


and even as we are loved in Christ. 


THIS IS NO easy task. It is beyond human 
power, and of ourselves, we could never live 
this way. But we do not live of ourselves 
alone. We were buried to sin in Jesus and 
live now hidden in Him. If we remain hidden 
in Him as can live like this, love like this. 


But we must be on our guard, for there are 
deceivers, who with specious arguments, 
seek to pervert the meaning of the love 
manifested in Christ.

Sound theology and teaching 


The ‘pastoral’ letters do 
not deal with doctrine 
but community matters 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Many people have expressed alarm at the 
changes in the Church since Vatican II. Part 
of the problem is that changes came so 
suddenly and so sweepingly. For a few 
hundred years before the Council the Church 
had become static, monolithic, and the 
impression was given that it was immutable 
and that any change was tantamount to 
heresy. 


Actually the trouble lies not in the fact that 
it instituted changes but rather that it has 
resisted change for so long. ,The whole 
Church history has been one of change, 
growth, and development from its begin- 
nings to the present. It has come a long way 
from the struggling little communities of the 
first century.: 


IT IS IMPORTANT to realize that this 
dynamic growth process, sometimes painful, 
is reflected in the New Testament itself. The 
Church did not come down from heaven 
completely assembled, gift-wrapped and 
beribboned. Jesus left His little flock the 
essentials of belief and conduct and a very 
basic, almost skeletal structure. Then He 
sent His Spirit to guide the community in 
» working out the details, in adapting to 
historical and cultural situations. If one 
reads the books of the New Testament in 
chronological order, one can trace this 
pattern of growth. 


One developmental stage is reflected in 
the so-called Pastoral Epistles: 1 Timothy, 
Titus, 2 Timothy. They are addressed to 
individual ‘‘pastors’’ and deal predominant- 
ly with pastoral rather than doctrinal 
matters. 


Although most scholars, both Catholic and 
Protestant, are convinced that they are not 
the work of Paul, they are written in his 
name, and they undoubtedly preserve some 
precious Pauline traditions—perhaps even 
passages from some of his early, unedited 
letters. 


WE OF A later age and mentality may find 
this rather disconcerting, but in those days 
to write something in the name of an 
authoritative figure of the past seems to 
have been an accepted and widely practiced 
technique. There are several examples of it 
in the Old Testament: Moses did not write 
the Law of Moses, the Péntateuch, and 
Solomon certainly did not write the Wisdom 
of Solomon! Quite simply, their concept of 
authorship differed from ours. 


The style and vocabulary of these letters 
are strikingly different from those of the 
authentic letters of Paul, and the differences 
can hardly be accounted for by his use of a 
secretary. But there are more serious 
considerations. 


Unlike Paul’s letters, the Pastorals 
propose almost no fresh doctrine, and if Paul 
wrote them, even from a pastoral point of 
view, this would be most unusual. - 


THEY LACK the dynamic creativity of the 
apostle’s letters; on the contrary, they are 
conservative, preservative, defensive. They 
look back on the formative apostolic period 
and give the impression that there is now a 
fairly fixed deposit of faith to which the 
communities must adhere. There are 
ominous warnings against heresies of a type 


What they say about it: 


which burgeoned in the late first and early 


‘second centuries: 


The Spirit distinctly says that in later 
times some will turn away from the faith 
and will heed deceitful spirits and 
things taught by demons through 
plausible liars—men with seared con- 
sciences who forbid marriage and 
require abstinence from foods which 
God created to be received - with 
thanksgiving by believers who know the 
truth. (1 Timothy 4:1-3) 


A large part of all three letters has to do 
with what. we - might call . community 
housekeeping. There are detailed instruc- 
tions for the selection of overseers 
(misleadingly translated ‘‘bishops’’), pres- 
byters, deacons (deaconesses?), widows. 
These passages reflect a growth in 
community structure not discernable in 
Paul’s letters. The later suggest communi- 
ties which are largely charismatic, with only 
minimal structure. 


There is just one, rather offhand, 
reference to overseers and deacons in 
Philippians 1:1, and not one mention of 
presbyters. Here in the Pastorals we find a 
later situation, with a structured hierarchy 
taking shape. The communities are gov- 
erned by groups of overseers-presbyters (the 
two’ terms are used interchangeably to 
indicate the same group) assisted by 
deacons and others. 


ONLY LATER, in the early second 
century, would there be further precision 
with the emergence of the residential, 
monarachical episcopate: one bishop in 
charge of one community assisted by a 
presbyterate and diaconate. (Timothy was 
not the ‘‘bishop’”’ of Ephesus, nor was Titus 
the ‘‘bishop’’ of Crete; they were more like 
apostolic legates). The Pastorals give us a 
picture of an intermediate stage in the 
evolution of the hierarchy. The process of 
change, of growth, is at work. 


It is rather strange that the virtues 
required of an aspiring overseer have 
nothing Christian about them. They are what 
we might call ‘‘bourgeois,’’ middle-class, 

“‘safe.’ 


He must be irreproachable, married. 


only once, of even temper, self-control- 
led, modest, and hospitable. He should 
- be a good teacher. He ought not to be 
contentious but, rather, gentle, a man 
of peace...He must be a good manager 
of his own household, keeping his 
children under control without sacrific- 
ing his dignity...(1 Timothy 3:2-4). 
Scattered throughout the letters are 
urgent moral exhortations, all designed to 
guarantee the smooth working ‘of the 
communities. One should read in this 
connection the letter of James also. 


At any rate, we get the impression of 
Christian communities in which charismatic 
enthusiasm has waned, communities hold- 
ing on for dear life to the past, defending 
themselves against heresies which would 
adulterate the received apostolic traditions 
—in short, communities grown in upon 
themselves. This, of course, was just one 
phase; it did not mean that all communities 
had lost the missionary fervor of Paul. Far 
from it—as history has more than amply 
demonstrated.

Threat of Secularism 


Challenge to Christianity 


By William E. May 


Paul’s epistles to Timothy and Titus are 
called the ‘‘pastoral’’ epistles, because their 
preoccupation is the pastoral care of the local 
churches. 


When these letters were written the early 


' Christian communities were threatened by 


false teachers who, eager for popularity and 
money (cf. 1 Timothy 6:5-10; Titus 1:11), 
were trying to win followers with their novel 
teachings. They caused serious dissensions 
within the Church and their teachings 
encouraged loose living. In these letters, the 
inspired author sought to give his disciples, 
Timothy and Titus, sound advice in 
organizing the local churches through the 
choice of worthy ministers and a practical 
program of leading the Christian people to a 
way of life based on the Gospel. 


THESE LETTERS teach us that Christian 
people’s lives can be deeply affected by the 
kind of leadership they are given. Only men 
who are temperate, discreet and courteous, 
hospitable, kind, and peaceloving can be 
worthy ministers of the Gospel. 


But these letters are not mere pious 
homilies mouthing platitudes. Rather in 
them one finds a passionate love of God and 
a burning desire that the truth about God 
and our salvation through Christ Jesus be 
communicated convincingly and faithfully to 
the people. 


The ministers of the Gospel are above all 
to be men who help the Christian people 


realize that God wills all men to be saved (1- 


T imothy 2:3-4), that He is a God who became 
visible in Christ, who is in truth the very 
manifestation of God (1 Timothy 3:16), and 
that the life of the Christian is a response to 
the graciousness of God that has been 
revealed in Christ. ‘‘The grace of God has 
appeared, offering salvation to all men. It 
trains us to teject godless ways and worldly 
desires, and live temperately, justly, and 
devoutly in this age as we await our blessed 
hope, the appearing in glory of the great God 


‘and of our Savior Christ Jesus...(Titus 


2:11-14).”’ 

BOTH LETTERS emphasize teaching 
sound doctrine (1 Timothy 1:10; 6:3; 2 
Timothy 1:13; 4:3; Titus 1:9; 2:1, 8) and 
guarding the deposit of faith (1 Timothy 
6:20; 2 Timothy 1:14). 


Coming in Insights... 


This concern for sound teaching and for 
faithfully. handing on the deposit of the faith 
is not to be understood as forbidding 
intelligent inquiry into the meaning of the 
mystery of our salvation. But it does give the 
Christian people, the Church, a criterion for 
testing these inquiries, a rule of faith. 

No one who denies the reality of the 
incarnation—God’s epiphany in the person 
of Jesus Christ—or who teaches that the 
Christian life does not demand sacrifice and 
self denial is a worthy minister of the Word. 
Whatever our state in life, one thing is 
ultimately important: The loving God has 
redeemed us through Christ, and we are to 
live as He did, patiently enduring our trials. 


THE EPISTLE of James is in the same 
spirit. This letter, too, was-written when the 
early Church was being threatened. Like us, 
the early Christians lived in a secularized 
world. Many of them had been disappointed 
that Jesus had not as yet come again in 
glory; they were tempted to despair and 
abandon their way of life; they began 
mimicking their secularized neighbors and 
living as they did, bickering among 
themselves, out to get their share of the 
‘‘good life’’ good food, fun, and pleasure. 

For this reason the Epistle of James is 
encouraging and important for us. Written 
in the spirit of the Sermon on the Mount, the 
letter stresses that we have been made in the 
image of God (3:9), that we have obscured 
this image in us by our own sins (3:2), and 
that God, in His infinite and loving mercy 
and surpassing desire to give us His life (1:5) 
5:11; 5:15), has come to visit us personally in 
Jesus and to rescue us from sin. We are to 
have a lively faith in God and in Christ, but 
unless we express our faith through 
Christlike deeds it will be an empty show. 

Basically the message of both the pastoral 
epistles and the Letter of James is the same, 
a message that we need to hear today just as 
our forebears in the faith needed to hear it 
toward the end of the apostolic age. Jesus 
has revealed to us both who God is and who 
we are. God is a being who loves us and wills 
to share His life with us. He is the friend who 
will never betray us. And we are capable of a 
life of friendship with God. He invites us to 
choose His life and friendship. We accept 
this invitation when we live our faith, take up 
our cross daily, and refuse to inflict injustice 
on others. 


NEXT WEEK Insights in Faith discusses the first letter of Peter and the letter to the 
Hebrews. I Peter has been called the finest introduction to the teaching of the early 
Church, a beautiful baptismal catechesis. Hebrews, of unknown authorship, tries to 
bolster the faith in the face of persecution and apostasy.

To Pope Paul VI 


Your Holiness, 


After our predecessor’s visit to Rome in 1966, together with him you 
inaugurated a ‘‘serious dialogue’’ between the Roman Catholic Church and the 
Anglican Communion. The Agreed Statements of the consequent 
Anglican/Roman Catholic International Commission on the Eucharist and the 
Ministry are not authoritative statements of faith of either the Roman Catholic 


Church or the Anglican Communion; nevertheless they do bear witness to the 


steady growth of mutual understanding and trust developing between our two 
traditions. 


It is with this in mind that we write now to inform Your Holiness of the slow but 
steady growth of a consensus of opinion within the Anglican Communion that 
there are no fundamental objections in principle to the ordination of women to the 
priesthood. 


At the same time we are aware that action on this matter could be an obstacle to 
further progress along the path of unity Christ wills for his Church. The central 
authorities of the Anglican Communion have therefore called for common counsel 
on this matter, as has the General Synod of the Church of England. Thus in view 
of our concern, both for the truth as it is understood within the Anglican tradition, 
and for ecumenical counsel, we are already in correspondence with His Eminence 
Cardinal Jan Willebrands, President of the Secretariat for Promoting Christian 
Unity and with the Right Rev. Bishop John Howe, Secretary-General of the 
Anglican Consultative Council and we anticipate mutual discussion on this 
question in the future. 


It is our hope that such common counsel may achieve a fulfillment of the 
Apostle’s precept that ‘‘Speaking the truth in love’’, we ‘‘may grow up into Him 
in all things, which is the head, even Christ.”’

Your Holiness, 


It is now almost 10 years since our beloved predecessor visited the City of 
Rome. On the 23rd of March 1966, in the Sistine Chapel, Your Holiness and His 
Grace Archbishop of Canterbury met to exchange fraternal greetings; this 
encounter was of profound significance for the future relationship between the 
Churches of the Anglican Communion and the Roman Catholic Church. For this 
we thank God. 


We also recall that on the 24th of March, in the Basilica of St. Paul-Without-the 
Walls, Your Holiness:and His.Grace made your Common Declaration announcing 
your intention to inaugurate the serious dialogue between our respective 
traditions which has already borne notable fruit in the work of the 
Anglican/Roman Catholic International Commission and the Anglican/Roman 
Catholic Commission on Mixed Marriages. 


As Your Holiness recalled in your letter of November 30th 1975, which we were 
most grateful to receive, the goal which we jointly seek is that visible unity of the 
Church for which Christ prayed. We believe this unity will be manifested within a 
diversity of legitimate traditions because the Holy Spirit has never ceased to be 
active within the local churches throughout the world. 


Sometimes what seems to one tradition to be a genuine expression of such a 
diversity in unity will appear to another tradition to go beyond the bounds of 
legitimacy. Discussion within the Anglican Communion concerning the possibility 
of the ordination of women is at present just such an issue. We are glad that 
informal discussion between Anglicans and Roman Catholics has already taken 
place about this matter at the Vatican Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity. 
We hope such dialogue will continue in order that our respective traditions may 
grow in mutual understanding. 

While we recognize that there are still many obstacles to be overcome upon that 
road to the ‘‘restoration of complete communion of faith and sacramental life’’, 
called for by our predecessor and Your Holiness, we nevertheless believe that in 
the power of the Spirit Christ’s High Priestly prayer for unity will be fulfilled. 


We humbly make this prayer our own as we offer Your Holiness our warm

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Billy Graham shares thoughts with SC 


[In a special interview with Southern 
Cross, Dr. Billy Graham, the internationally 
famous Protestant evangelist, shared his 
views on many religious subjects of interest 
to Catholics. An ordained minister of the 
Southern Baptist Convention and founder of 
the Billy Graham Evangelistic Association, 
Dr. Graham will bring his Crusade to San 
Diego Stadium Aug. 13-20.]

The lines between good and evil are being 
defined more distinctly every day, according 
to evangelist Dr. Billy Graham. 


“On the one hand,’’ said Dr. Graham, 
“the world is experiencing a great spiritual 
reawakening. On the other hand it is 
experiencing a moral decay that is probably 
unprecedented in the history of the world.”’ 


HE FEELS the rise of moral decadence is 
due to pornographic movies and literature, 
television programming and the near 
epidemic proportions of drug abuse. And 
these symptoms of immorality affect people 
today, he says, ‘‘on a scale unprecedented in 
human history.”’ 


But the noted evangelist also sees a 
spiritual reawakening ‘‘of such major 
proportions that even our national news- 
papers and magazines are talking about it.”’ 


The new wave of spirituality is so marked, 
he said, that it has entered the realm of 
politics in the 1976 presidential race in 

- America, 


“ALL THREE major presidential can- 
didates have given strong Christian wit- 
ness,’’ Dr. Graham said. “‘I do not recall that 
ever happening before, at least in this 
century.” 

“‘More than even before people are 
talking in terms of being converted and of 
being born again in Christ,’” Dr. Graham 
said. 

But can Christians reverse the trend of 


moral decay in society? 


“Tt is too early. to tell,’’ the evangelist 
said. ‘I think a spiritual revival of far 
greater proportions than we have now would 
have a marked impact on the future of the 
country and of the world, but this leads us 
back to Christ’s parable of the wheat and the 
tares growing together. 


‘SHE DIDN’T SAY that they will stand still 
and remain static. In other words, evil will 
get worse and good will grow stronger as we 
approach the end of the age,’’ Dr. Graham 
said. 


‘The revival has been especially spurred 
by the ecumenical feeling that has developed 
between Protestants and Catholics, and to 
some extent, the Jewish people,’ he said. 
“‘We have developed an appreciation for 
each other’s churches and beliefs that did 
not exist 15 years ago.”’ 


Could the papacy and devotion to Mary, in 
the past sources of irritation for Protestants, 
ever become points of Christian unity? 


‘IN YEARS PAST,’? Dr. Graham ex- 
plained, ‘“‘I think that Protestants, in 
reaction to the Roman Catholic position, 
have made far too little of Mary. Mary was 
the most remarkable and the most blessed of 
all women according to the testimony of the 
scriptures. I think Protestants have backed 
away from her role in scripture because they 
feel that Roman Catholics have given her too 
high a position. 

“There is a greater acceptance of the pope 
among Protestants regarding his position as 
a religious leader, though there is not 
acceptance of his infallibility. 


“But many thousands of evangelical 
Christians recognize the fact that he is 


dealing with.moral and social questions and - 


that, many times he expresses their views on 
issues such as abortion, for example,’’ Dr. 
Graham said.

workshop with Father Ernest Larkin, O 
- Carm, of Phoenix. ‘ ; 


“THE LORD IS not remote,’ Father 
Weishaar continued. ‘‘That lie was foisted 
on us somehow in the past that God set the 
world going and has been an absentee 
landlord ever since.”’ 


He told the priests, Brothers, and Sisters, 
“The time has come for us not to make a ‘big 
deal’ about being charismatics. We should 
be neither secretive nor an ‘in group’.. We 
don’t have to apologize for it. If other people 
cannot accept the Charismatic Renewal in 
principle, then it is their problem.”’ 


The mood carried over into the workshop 
for youth presented by the members of the 
Servants of Light music ministry, Minneap- 
olis. 


THERE IS A place for the young in the 
building of God’s kingdom, David Sier told 
the youth. ‘‘God reveals himself to anyone 
who will accept him regardless of age, sex or 
condition,’’ he said. ‘‘Christ does not draw 
such distinctions as finely as people do.”’ 


He said that commitment to Christ will 
bring hardships, and he warned that: the 
commitment cannot be merely emotional or 
a ‘‘once a week prayer group thing’’. © 


“The most important thing for young 
‘people to do is to open themselves to God’s 
word. To do that you have to work hard to 
deepen your relationship and commitment to 


Christ, particularly through prayer,’ he 


said. 


OTHER WORKSHOPS dealt with the best 
ways charismatic families and singles can 


best respond to God’s call to build his 
kingdom. A final workshop dealt with 
leadership in developing prayer groups. 


Chairing the three-day conference this 
year was John Stenbeck, a candidate in the 
diocese’s permanent diaconate program. 
“‘This has been the most powerful, prayerful 
conference we have had ‘so far,’’ said 
Stenbeck, who has attended the past four 
annual gatherings, all held in San Diego. 


He was filling in for Jerry Harvey, of San 
Diego Charismatic Renewal Services, who 
has coordinated the past three conferences. 
As this year’s ‘began Aug. 6, Harvey was 
rushed to the hospital with severe intestinal 
trouble. 

For the first time, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
was unable to attend the conference. He was 
in Philadelphia attending the International 
Eucharistic Congress, but he still had a 
message for the charismatics he traditionally 
welcomes to the conference. It was printed 
in a letter in the conference program. The 
bishop said: : 


‘““AS AMERICANS we have used this 
Bicentennial Year to recapture the ‘Spirit of 
’76’ and to reflect on the ideals of liberty and 
justice for all. As Christians we must take 
advantage of opportunities like your 
Charismatic Renewal Weekend to recapture 
the pentecostal spirit of the early Church and 
to reflect on the gifts the Holy Spirit so 
generously gives us.’’ 


Representing the bishop, Father Ronald 
Mendonca, director of the charismatic 
renewal in the diocese and diocesan 
superintendent of schools, was the principal 
celebrant of the closing conference Mass. 


exists in the world. ‘‘When two people both 
know Christ as saviour and Lord, regardless 
of what either person may call himself or 
what denomination he may belong to, they 
are one in Christ,’’ he explained. ‘‘And this 
is what is happening throughout the world 
today, particularly in the charismatic 
movement. It is cause for great hope.”’ 


The problem is that many people do not . 


know Christ personally. ‘‘They know only 
church buildings or rituals,’’ Dr. Graham 
said, ‘‘and they need that vital relationship 
with the person of Christ.’ 


However, the evangelist sees no hope of 
organizational unity of churches in our 
lifetime. ‘‘As Satan gets more powerful 
towards the end of the age, I think there will 
be an automatic tendency among Christians 
to drop many of their differences,’’ he said. 


‘“*AS AN EASTERN European man said to 
me recently, the differences among Chris- 
tians are far less than they used to be 
because the pressure and hostility against us 
are so tremendous that they force us to work 
together as we never have before.”’ 


Asked if he felt that the government, 
particularly the Supreme Court, was eroding 
the foundations of family life in America, Dr. 
Graham said: 


“I know most of the justices personally 
and I know that they are deeply concerned 
about life issues. They must wrestle with 
very complicated moral and legal questions 
in a pluralistic, free society, and I have great 
sympathy for them,’’ he said. 


“BUT I HAVE not agreed with them on 
many of their decisions and have not 
hesitated to say so,’’ referring specifically to 
the abortion decisions. He said he is against 
abortion except in cases of rape, incest or 
when the life of the mother is in serious 
jeopardy. : 

‘The Constitution protects religion from 
government interference, and I think that

sometimes government does interfere too 
much in moral and religious issues,’ Dr. 


Graham asserted. 


He is not sure whether a constitutional 
amendment to protect unborn children is 
going to be necessary. “‘I think the Supreme 
Court will restudy the issue in future cases. 
At least that is my hope,’’ he said. 


“THE SAME IS true of prayer in public 
schools. I am for prayer in the schools, but I 
would oppose official prayers written for the 
schools by the state or forcing children who 
do not believe in prayer to participate. 


“But children should have the right to 
pray in the schools or to hold religious 
meetings on school property in private 
groups if they so desire,’’ hé said. 


Dr. Graham declined to state a position on 
capital punishment, preferring to wait ‘‘until 
Ihave formed my position in the way I feel is 
based on biblical teaching.”’ 


41st congress ‘made in U.S.A.’

in a minority, most participants viewed 
abortion as an important facet of a larger 
struggle to defend the right to life. 


They warmly applauded Bishop James 
Rausch, ‘U.S. Catholic Conference general 
secretary, for declaring that world hunger is 
a ‘‘fundamental right to life issue.” 


‘‘The Eucharist and the Hungers of the 
Human Family’’ was the congress theme. 


IT SPARKED often heated discussion of 
the arms race, imbalance in standards of 
living among and within countries, and 
America’s responsibilities and shortcom- 
ings. 

A consultor to the Vatican’s Congregation 
for Religious was politely but firmly 
criticized for taking a ‘‘European’’ view of 
religious life. 


Father Mark Said had asserted that 
Religious orders were in ‘‘alarming”’ 
condition. But three leaders of American 
men and women Religious unanimously said 
that the rough road of change had had a 
positive effect on religious life in America. 


THE TOPIC OF women and -the Eucharist 
was discussed for a day at the congress. But 
the hot topic of women’s ordination took 
second place to appeals that women promote 
a “‘theology of peace’’ in America to 
counteract a ‘‘theology of just war’ 
attributed by one speaker to a male version 
of Catholicism. 


One American woman Religious told a 
panel on women that the congress concerns 


were perhaps too American. She said. that 
the congress failed to take note of the ‘‘very 
different’’ situations of women and men in 
other parts of the world. 


The 41st congress was in many ways like 
none of its 40 predecessors. 


THEOLOGIANS FROM 25 Christian 
denominations participating in a congress 
symposium on the Eucharist said that they 
had reached an “‘unprecedented consensus’’ 
on what the Eucharist means. 


The ecumenical symposium and a day of 
prayer and discussion on ecumenism was 
believed to have been the first time that a 
congress included such high-level non-Cath- 
olic participation. 

American Indians made their debut at a 
eucharistic congress. They performed 
dances from four tribes as a prelude to the 
closing Mass. 


An American archbishop swayed along 
with other prelates at a lively Mass for 
40,000 members of the Marriage Encounter 
movement. 


A VATICAN bishop sang a solo from the 
pulpit at another Marriage Encounter 
celebration, and thousands—black and 
white—joined in a ‘‘soul Mass’’ so spirited 
that some participants kept singing, 
clapping and ‘‘praising the Lord’’ until 1 
a.m. 


In debates, at prayer, in song, and in 
procession, all facets of the 41st Internation- 
al Eucharistic Congress were stamped with 
the same brand—‘‘Made in the U.S.A.”’

Killing raises rights issue 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—Responding to 
action taken by Auxiliary Bishop Patrick 
Flores of San Antonio, the.U.S. Justice 
Department will investigate possible viola- 
tions of civil rights in the shooting death of a 
young Mexican-American near here. Bishop 
Flores protested a ‘‘too light’’ sentence 
given to Frank Hayes, a former police chief, 
convicted of killing Richard Morales. He was 
sentenced to no more than 10 years nor less 
than two years in prison. — 


Bps. denounce U.S. govt. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico—Bishop Antulio 
Parrilla Bonilla, who holds no Church post, 
has denounced government birth control 
programs here as ‘‘propaganda and 
psychological intimidation’? by the U.S. 
government. Cardinal Luis Aponte of San 
Juan also condemned the government’s 
birth control programs and marriage 
training courses as ‘‘neo-Malthusian prop- 
aganda that violates the consciences of 
participants’’. 


Ohio court supports parents 
COLUMBUS, Ohio—The state supreme 


. court here upheld the right of 12 Drake 


County parents to send their children to a 
private, religious school even though it does 
not conform to state standards. The court 
ruled that some state board of education 
standards violate the right of religious 
freedom and overturned convictions of the 
parents who had been found guilty of failing

OLG Shrine costs quadruple ~ 


MEXICO CITY—The new shrine of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe has cost $38 million more 
than the initial estimate of $12 million, 
according to informed sources. Delays and 
construction problems, resulting now in 
extra shifts. and overtime, are mainly 
responsible for the four-fold increase. The 
opening of the new building is scheduled for 
Oct. 12, widely celebrated in Hispanic 
countries as Dia de la Raza, Day of the 
(Hispanic) Race.

Private school tax break loses 


WASHINGTON—The Senate defeated 
52-37 a proposal to allow tax deductions for 
private and parochial school tuition. 
However a proposal to allow deductions for 


college tuition passed by voice vote. Sen. 
James Buckley of New York, a sponsor of the 
defeated proposal, said the vote indicated 
‘continuing discrimination against millions 
of our countrymen who are struggling to 
support alternatives to the public education 
monopoly.”’ ; 


Dioceses still losing priests 


VATICAN CITY—A Vatican statistical 
survey indicates that in 1974 the number of 
diocesan priests worldwide was relatively 
stable, but still slightly declining. In 1970 
there were 270,924 diocesan priests. In 1974, 
there were 262, 150. During 1974, 4,380 
priests were ordained, 1,788 left the 
priesthood and 3,747 died. 


Californians against smut 


LOS ANGELES—Californians are against 
theaters, bars, bookstores and newsracks in 
their communities that show or sell sexually 
explicit material, according to a statewide 
survey done for the county sheriff's 
department. Sixty per cent of 1,200 people 
interviewed are against theaters and bars 
that show movies of people engaged in 
sexual intercourse. Sixty-eight per cent are 
against newsracks that sell papers that 
emphasize sexual activity.

America’s Catholic heritage 


‘Father of Navy’ 
~ loved the Faith 


By Msgr. Francis Weber 


- The story is told, in military circles, that 
Sir William Howe, commander of the 
English forces in the American colonies, 
once offered Captain John Barry $100,000 
and command of any English frigate he 
might choose, if he would desert the 
American cause for that of Great Britain. 


“Not all the money the British Govern- 
ment controls, nor the command of all the 
fleets it could bring upon the seas, would 
tempt me to desert my country,’’ replied 
Barry. 

COMMODORE John Barry fought the 
first and last naval battles of the 
Revolutionary War. On Dec. 7, 1775, he was 
the proto-officer commissioned by Congress 
> to command its first ship, the Lexington. 


Born in Tacumshane, County Wexford, 
Ireland, in 1745, John came to the New 
World at the age of 15. Within a decade he 
had become captain of the Black Prince, one 
of the speediest packet ships then in 
operation. 


The youthful Barry engaged in the West 
Indies trade and, by the time of the 
Revolution, was a well-known figure. 


At the beginning of the struggle for 
independence, Barry, already a prosperous 
man, gave up his business interests for the 
service of his country. He was charged by 
Congress with equipping two merchant 
vessels and overseeing construction of the 
Lexington. 


ABOARD THAT ship and, later, the 
Effingham, the captain cleared the Ameri- 
can coastal waters of enemy ships, a half 
dozen of which he captured at various times.

The commodore, first and only man 
endowed with that title by General George 
Washington, served his country in other 
ways than on the sea. During the winter of 
1780, when hunger and mutiny jeopardized 
the Continental Army, Barry wandered 
through the streets of Philadelphia, recruit- 
ing soldiers for the army and seeking 
pledges of financial support. 


In subsequent years, Barry was called out 
of retirement to command the 44-gun United 
States during the skirmishes with Algerian 
pirates. In those encounters, he was equally 
successful in furthering the American cause. 


HE WAS associated with the armed 
forces, in one or another, until his death, in 
September, 1803. The commodore was 
buried in St. Mary’s Cemetery, alongside his 
two wives, both of whom he converted to 
Catholic faith. 


The memory of John Barry, whose naval 
exploits brought much-needed prestige to 
the infant American Navy, are written in 
large letters in the manuals of military 
science. 


Since July 13, 1813, Barry has been known 
as the ‘‘Father of the American Navy,’ a 
title bestowed by the editor of The Portfolio, 
in connection with a book compiled by John 
Kessler. That distinctive title is inscribed 
prominently on the Barry Monument erected 
in Independence Square, Philadelphia. 


A DEPICTION of the ‘‘Father of the 
American Navy’’ appears on the green one 
penny stamp issued in 1936, 

Always a militant Catholic, Barry said he 
loved his country ‘‘only after I love that 
Catholic Faith which God, in His mercy, has 
deigned to share with this unworthy 
servant.”’
